STATE TOPIC 


WILL RECOMMEND LOCATION 
FOR THE NEW POST OFFICE 


After Making To ur o f Pro spec­ 
tiv e Lo catio ns, He Will Then 
Offer Decisio ns 


A. C. Garrigu s, Indianap olis 
p ostal insp ector, and Edward F. 
O’Brien, site agent for the treas­ 
u ry dep artment of Washington 
D. C., were in Ru shv ille today on 
an insp ection trip 
to v iew the 
local sites that had been offered 
the gov ernment for the new 
Ru shv ille p ost office bu ilding. 
Mr. O’Brien, in his talk with a 
Rep u blican rep orter, stated that 
his v isit wou ld be short. He ar­ 
riv ed in the city this morning 
and ex p ected to comp lete his 
work in time to leav e Wednesday 
afternoon. All p ersons who hav e 
su bmitted bids are inv ited to 
mieet with Mr. O’Brien in the 
interests of their p articu lar site. 
Mr. O’Brien will be at the p ost 
office. 
In considering a site for a 
federal bu ilding Mr. O’Brien sta­ 
ted that the location was v iewed 
from ev ery angle and then his 
selection and recommendations 
were su bmitted to the treasu ry 
dep artm ent for their considera­ 
tion. The selection of the site is 
based on the desirability and the 
needs of a p ost office. 
Mr. O’Brien stated that p rice 
was not the deciding factor and 
wou ld enter only in 
the case 
where two sites were of eq u al de­ 
sirability . The p rincip al items on 
which any bid is considered are 
location, av ailability , area, p u b­ 
lic need, p ostal need, city ex p an­ 
sion and fu tu re p ostal growth. 
Du e to the fact that most of 
the mail is receiv ed in Ru shv ille 
ov er the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Pennsy lv ania railroads, this fac­ 
tor wou ld enter into the recom­ 
mendations of the insp ector. 
“Rarely ," said Mr. O'Brien, "is 
the new site near the location of 
the old p ost office. This is du e to 
the fact that the city 
in its 
grow th will gradu ally p u ll away 
from a location that was former­ 
ly central." 
As far as the time element is 
concerned, Mr. 
O’Brien stated 
that he wou ld make his recom­ 
mendations almost immediately 
after his work was comp leted 
here and then it wou ld be a m at­ 
ter of some three weeks before 
a decision wras annou nced from 
Washington. He stated that no 
intimation wou ld be giv en here 
as to what site wou ld be recom­ 
mended as the most fav orable. 
There are nine bids at p resent, 
the insp ector said, bu t this does 
not mean that the field will be 
limited to those nine bids . An 
insp ector has the right to ask for 
bids on any p rop erty he may 
deem of a more su itable natu re 
than those offered the gov ern­ 
ment v olu ntarily .

DESCRIBED AS A FACTOR 
IN OUR ECONOMIC LIFE 


Indiana 
Wo o dlands Gradually 
Depleted By Fo ur Enemies, 
Which He Describes 


The v alu e of forests as a fac­ 
tor in the economic life 
of the 
state and nation was imp ressed 
u p on members of the Rotary 
clu b at the weekly noon lu nch­ 
eon at the Odd Fellows Temp le 
today by R. F. Wilcox of India­ 
nap olis, acting 
state forester, 
who gav e an illu strated address 
on the su bject 
Mr. Wilcox disclosed how Indi­ 
ana forests were gradu ally being 
dep leted by what he termed the 
fou r forestry thiev es—fire, graz­ 
ing, erosion and careless cu tting. 
By charts he imp ressed the fact 
that Indiana’s wood consu mp ­ 
tion is gradu ally increasing and 
its forest p rodu ction decreasing, 
amou nting to a financial loss of 
twelv e million dollars a y ear. 
Lou is Mau zy was in charge of 
the p rogram and introdu ced Mr. 
Wilcox , who was sent to address 
the meeting by Col. Richard Lei- 
ber, head of the state dep art­ 
ment of conserv ation. Col. Lei- 
ber was inv ited to address the 
clu b, bu t was u nable to come 
du e to a death in his family . 
Mr. Mau zy also p resented a 
mix ed q u artet from the Ru sh­ 
v ille high school comp osed of 
the Misses Lorna Scu ll and Ger­ 
tru de Snodgrass, and Dan Mit­ 
chell and Oren Whitton. Miss 
Mae Tay lor, mu sic su p erv isor in 
the Ru shv ille p u blic schools, act­ 
ed as accomp anist. The q u artet 
sang two 
nu mbers and was 
warmly ap p lau ded. 
Mr. Wilcox was giv en the clos­ 
est attention as he described by 
word and p ictu re the dep letion 
of Indiana forests and the p ro­ 
gram of the state conserv ation 
dep artment to bring Indiana 
back to its former forest p ro­ 
du ction lev el. 
He p ointed to the need of in­ 
tensiv e forest cu ltiv ation and 
stressed most forcibly the neces­ 
sity of gu arding against fire, 
which is the forest’s greatest 
enemy . 
Mr. Wilcox also showed that 
forest p rodu ction can be made 
p rofitable, desp ite the common 
v iew that it will not p ay . The 
sp eaker p ointed that u nder some 
conditions it did not p ay a p ro­ 
fit, bu t that there were many 
thou sands of acres of idle land 
in Indiana alone that were su it­ 
able only for forest growths. He 
stated that half of the land in 
the United Staets was v alu able 
only for the growth of trees. 
Mr. Wilcox recalled the decay 
that had affected many cou n­ 
tries of the old world, once their 
forests had been dep leted. He re­ 
ferred to China and Trip oli as 
ex amp les of lands which had 
gone backward becau se they had 
not p rotected their forests.

v iew with the United Press to­ 
day . 
While she waits for the law to 
come to her aid in the $1,25 0,000 
damage su its which she and her 
former 
working 
comp anions 
hav e filed against the 
United 
States radiu m corp oration, her 
bones are being disintegrated by 
the radiu m which she took into 
‘her body while p ainting watch 
dials. 
“I hav e had 19 
op erations," 
Miss Fry er said, ‘ bu t my doctors 
tell me there is no hop e." 
The 
strange 
malady , 
for 
which the world of science knows 
nc cu re, has centered in 
Miss 
Fry er’s right leg and in her jaw 
and back. She wears a 
large 
brace on her back. The jaw is 
cau sing her to lose her teeth. 
Miss Fry er estimates that she 
p u t the radiu m bru sh to her lip s 
to wet it abou t 300 times a day 
between 1917 and 1920 when she 
and 7 0 other women were 
eni-

Edwards to succeed himself and 
William L. Dill to assume the 
go v erno rship finds no o ppo sitio n 
within the party . But the Repub­ 
licans are so div ided o n their 
state ticket as to threaten party 
harmo ny whatev er, the o utco me. 
Fiv e candidates are 
in the 
Senato rial co ntest. They are E. 
C. Sto kes fo rmer go v erno r; Ham 
ilto n F. Kean, fo rmer natio nal 
co mmitteeman; J o seph S. Fre- 
linghuy sen, fo rmer Senato r; Mrs.

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UNCLE SAM HAS FARMERS’ BUSINESS 
BUREAU 
We hear a great deal nowaday s abou t what 
the gov ernment shou ld do for the farmers and 
it is only fair to say that statesmen on all sides 
are dev oting a great deal of thou ght to the prob­ 
lem of assisting the agricu ltu ralists in working 
ou t the problems which came u pon them with the 
liq u idation following the 
great war. 
A great 
many .people, howev er do not realize what the 
gov ernment is already doing to help the farmers 
in bringing themselv es to the high plane of pros­ 
perity which they ou ght to enjoy . For instance, 
the Department of Agricu ltu ral Economics works 
continu ally in an effort to assist the farmers of 
the cou ntry both at home and abroad, and it 
serv es as the Farmers’ Bu siness Bu reau at Wash­ 
ington. 
An interesting story of its activ ities is 
pu blished in the cu rrent issu e of the National 
Repu blic. 
It was written by Lloy d S. Tenney , 
chief of the department. 
Mr. Tenney say s in 
part: 
“More than two thou sand persons in the fed­ 
eral gov ernment serv ice are dev oting their en­ 
tire time to work that is either directly or indi­ 
rectly related to the bu siness side of agricu ltu re. 
To them falls the task of searching ou t and keep­ 
ing ev er before the farmer and the pu blic gen­ 
erally those facts relating to produ ction, farm 
and market conditions, competition, prices and 
su pplies that v itally affect the indiv idu al farmer 
and the great farming indu stry as a whole. 
“The mere ascertainment and pu blication of 
fact is not enou gh. 
It is the fu rther du ty of the 
staff of the Bu reau of Agricu ltu ral Economics to 
find the weak spots all anong the line and then 
to help to dev ise, imitate and dev elop plans and 
serv ice for the 
improv ement of these different 
phases of farm management and marketing, it 
is throu gh these serv ices, many of which hav e 
now become essential and inherent parts of ou r 
agricu ltu ral indu strial machinery , that the farm ­ 
ers and the pu blic are most likely to see, to real­ 
ize and to ex perience the v alu e of patient y ears 
of diligent research in agricu ltu ral economics. 
With regard to pu blic work and serv ices for 
agricu ltu re,, there are three 
v iewpoints from 
which the work may be considered. 
First, from 
the standpoint of the farmer, the largest possible 
retu rn to agricu ltu re may appear to be para­ 
mou nt. 
Second, from the standpoint of the in­ 
du strialist or city bu siness man, agricu ltu re may 
be regarded 
principally as a 
sou rce of cheap 
food and raw material for 
su staining indu stry 
and commerce, with little thou ght as to the wel­ 
fare or improv ement of the liv ing conditions of 
people on farms. 
Third, from the standpoint of 
the nation as a whole, agricu ltu re may be v iewed 
as a sou rce of su pply and raw material at prices 
that are reasonable to consu mer y et retu rn to 
the produ cer margins which will enable him to 
prov ide for his family a satisfactory life on the 
farm and in the ru ral commu nity .”

Mr. O'Brien, in his talk with a 


Republican reporter, stated that 
his visit would be short. He ar- 
rived in the city this morning 
and expected to complete his 
work in time to leave Wednesday 


'» afternoon. All persons who have 


submitted bids are invited to 
mieet with Mr. O'Brien in the 
interests of their particular site. 
Mr7 O'Brien will be at the post 
office. 
In considering a site for a 


federal building Mr. O'Brien sta- 
ted that the location was viewed 
from every angle and then his 
selection and recommendations 
were submitted to the treasury 
department for their considera- 
tion. The selection of the site is 
based on the desirability and the 
needs of a post office. 


Mr. O'Brien stated that price 


was not the deciding factor and 
would enter only in the case 
where two sites were of equal de- 
sirability. The principal items on 
which any bid is considered are 
location, availability, area, pub- 
lic need, postal need, city expan- 
sion and future postal growth. 


Due to the fact that most of 


the mail is received in Rushville 
over the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Pennsylvania railroads, this fac- 
tor would enter into the recom- 
mendations of the inspector. 


-Rarely," said Mr. O'Brien, "is 


the new site near the location of 
the old post office. This is due to 
the fact that the city in its 
jgrowth will gradually pull away 
from a location that was former- 
ly central."

R. F. Wilcox, Acting State For- 
ester, Gives Appealing Talk At 


Session of Rotary Club

DESCRIBED AS A FACTOR 


IN OUR ECONOMIC LIFE 


Indiana Woodlands Gradually 


Depicted By Four Enemies, 


Which He Describes 


The value of forests as a fac- 


tor in the economic life of the 
state and nation was impressed 
upon members of the Rotary 
club at the weekly noon lunch- 
eon at the Odd Fellows Temple 
today by R. F. Wilcox of India- 
napolis, acting state forester, 
who gave an illustrated address 
on the subject 


Mr. Wilcox disclosed how Indi- 


ana forests were gradually being 
depleted by what he termed the 
four forestry thieves—fire, graz- 
ing, erosion and careless cutting. 
By charts he impressed the fact 
that Indiana's wood consump- 
tion is gradually increasing and 
its forest production decreasing, 
amounting to a financial loss of 


I twelve million dollars a year. 
i 
Louis Mauzy was in charge of 


1 the program and introduced Mr. 


Wilcox, who was sent to address 
the meeting by Col. Richard Lei- 
ber, head of the state depart- 
ment of conservation. Col. Lei- 
ber was invited to address the 
club, but was unable to come 
due to a death in his family. 


Mr. Mauzy also presented a 


mixed quartet from the Rush- 
ville high school composed of 
the Misses Lorna Scull and Ger- 
trude Snodgrass, and Dan Mit- 
chell and Oren Whitton. Miss 
Mae Taylor, music supervisor in 
the Rushville public schools, act- 
ed as accompanist. The quartet 
sang two 
numbers and was 


warmly applauded. 


Mr. Wilcox was given the clos- 


est attention as he described by- 
word and picture the depletion 
of Indiana forests and the pro- 
gram of the state conservation 
department to bring Indiana 
back to its former forest pro- 
duction level. 


He pointed to the need of in- 


tensive forest cultivation and 
stressed most forcibly the neces- 
sity of guarding against fire, 
which is the forest's greatest 
enemy. 


Mr. Wilcox also showed that 


forest production can be made 
profitable, despite the common 
view that it'will not pay. The 
speaker pointed that under some 
conditions it did not pay a pro- 
fit, but that there were many 
thousands of acres of idle land 
in Indiana alone that were suit- 
able only for forest growths. He 


i stated that half of the land in 


the United Staets was valuable 
only for the growth of trees. 


Mr. Wilcox recalled the decay 


that had affected many coun- 
tries of the old world, once their 
forests had been depleted. He re- 
ferred to China and Tripoli as 
examples of lands which had 
gone backward because they had 
not protected their forests.

Miss Fryer said, "but my doctors 
tell me there is no hope." 


The strange 
malady, 
for 


which the world of science knows 
nc cure, has centered in Miss 
Fryer's right leg and in her jaw 
and back. She wears a 
large 


brace on her back. The jaw is 
causing her to lose her teeth. 


Miss Fryer estimates that she 


put the radium brush to her lips 
to wet it about 300 times a day 
| Between 1917 and 1920 when she 


and 70 other women were em- 


ployed in the watch 
factory. 


Thirteen of her former working 
companions already have died 
and doctors have despaired of 
saving the five involved in the 
present suit. 


Redress for the condemned 


women is beine delayed by a 
provision in New Jersey 
law 


which requires that suits for 
damages must be filed within 
two years after the cause of the 
injury. Radium poisoning, how- 
ever, does not show itself nntil 
several years after it is con- 
tracted. In the case of the five 
women hi the present suit their 
ailment was not diagnosed for 
seven jears.

BUSINESS 
UNCLE SAM HAS' FARMERS' 


BUREAU 


We hear a great deal nowadays about what 


the government should do 'for the farmers and 
it is only fair to say that statesmen on all sides 
are devoting a great deal of thought to the prob- 
lem of assisting the agriculturalists in working 
out the problems which came upon them with the 
liquidation following the 
great war. 
A great 


many. people, however do not realize what the 
government is already doing to help the farmers 
in bringing themselves to the high plane of pros- 
perity which 'they ought to enjoy. For instance, 
the Department of Agricultural Economics works 
continually in an effort to assist the farmers of 
the country both at home and abroad, and it 
serves as the Farmers' Business Bureau at Wash- 
ington. 
An interesting story of its activities is 


published in the current issue of the National 
Republic. 
It was written by Lloyd S. Tenney, 


chief of the department. 
Mr. Tenney says in 


part:"More than two thousand persons in the fed- 
eral government service are devoting their en- 
tire time to work that is either directly or indi- 
rectly related to the business side of agriculture. 
To them falls the task of searching out and keep- 
ing ever before the farmer and the public gen- 
erally those facts relating to production, farm 
and market conditions, competition, prices and 
supplies that vitally affect the individual farmer 
and the great farming industry as a whole. 


"The mere ascertainment and publication of 


1 fact is not enough. It is the further duty of the 


staff of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics to 
find the weak spots all anong the line and then 
to help to devise, imitate and develop plans and 
service for the improvement of these different 
phases of farm management and marketing, it 
is through these services, many of which have 
now become essential and inherent parts of- our 
agricultural industrial machinery, that the farm- 
ers and the public are most likely to see, to real- 
ize and to experience the value of patient years 
of diligent research in agricultural economics. 


With regard to public work and services for 


agriculture,, there are three viewpoints from 
which the work may be considered. First; from 
the standpoint of the farmer, the largest possible 
return to agriculture may appear to be para- 
mount. 
Second, from the standpoint of the in- 


dustrialist or city business man, agriculture may 
be regarded principally as a source of cheap 
food and raw material for sustaining industry 
and commerce, with little thought as to the wel- 
fare or improvement of the living conditions cf 


- people on farms. 
Third, from the standpoint of 


the nation as a whole, agriculture may be viewed 
as a source of supply and raw material at prices 
that are reasonable to consumer yet return to 
the producer margins which will enable him to 
provide for his family a satisfactory life on the 
farm and in the rural community."

vehicle accidents are pedestrians. Our greatest 
problem is to define clearly the proper use of

obligations of each to the other."

cism of the motorist who endangers self and ev- 
ery one through nonobservance of traffic signals 
boulevard stop signs and the like, and who is 
generally the same fellow that pulls across the 
crosswalk, makes elderly people jump out of his 
way, splashes mud on pedestrians and generally 
behaves himself lige a "hog." 


He says public officials promote violation 01 


traffic signals, when they put signals "at places 
where they are not needed, run them at tunes 
when they are not needed or run them on too 
long a cycle."

Five young men who killed a 
storekeeper 


during a holdup hi Chicago were tried for mur- 
der recently. One juror held out against capital 
punishment, and in the end induced the 11 oth- 
ers to compromise on a verdict that meant 25 j 
years imprisonment. 


Now this juror is quoted as saying that a 


man "has a right to pull a stick-up" if he wants 
to. No man, he says, has a right to resist. Ac- 
cordingly, by his reasoning, it is self-deiense if 
a bandit kills a man in the commission of a 
robbery. 


Here is a new point of view, indeed; quite 


the most amazing that has been presented to the 
American public hi many a day. One wondefs 
if any city but Chicago could produce quite such 
a high-minded, public-spirited citizen.

After 
Georgia later ceded this land to 
the federal government, land com- 
panies lobbied for 20 years for 
federal reimbursement—and got 
it!

Meanwhile, in Washington, the 


Ohio Land Company had received 


100,000 acres by act o£ Congress 
in 1792. It bought some 900.000 
acres for $650,000, and instead 
of paying in money, tendered at 
face value government certificates 
and army land warrants pur- 
chased at very heavy discounts. 


Ohio being directly in civiliza; 


lion's westward line of march, the 
company was able to sell to settlers 
with enormous profits. Meanwhile, 
some slate legislatures and individ- 
uals were complaining at this prac- 
tice of delivering choice lands, with 
their timber, minerals and farm 
sites, into the hands of such land 
companies.

N 1796 Congress "reformed" that
